For the second year in a row 
Palm Beach county ‘taxes have 
been reduced by the County Com- 
mission, according to Paul Rardin,. 
commissioner representing the 
Glades section of the county. 

Last year under Rardin as chair- 
man of the board a slight réduc- 
tion was made in the annual as- 
sessment and again this year, un- 
der Chairman K. P. Foster another 
slight reduction was made to take 
effect on 1952-53 taxes, 

Commissioner Rardin 
menting on the two 
said: “With the 
demands on county. government, 
and increasing costs of operation 
of every department under, the 
county commission, it goes with- , 
out saying that we on the com- 
mission are: happy. that an in- 
crease in taxes "was unnecessary, 
We have shaved every depart- 
mental request and by thrifty bus- 
nesslike administration. of the 
county's business, we ‘will. go, 
through the coming. year with no 
increase in taxes." 

Rardin’ pointed out that the 
county board'has:no control over 
iness like administration -of the 
as drainage districts, hospital 
füstthete ‘and the like.» These are 
not under control of the county 
commission. They are set-up by 
state law and each has its own 
governing board with power to 
set tax. millage. 

The. Everglades Memorial hos- 
pital board for 1952-53 has raised 
its millage to the limit of 10 mille, 
a ,small “increase over. 1051-52. 
This will raise the: taxes in Pae 
hokee and Canal Point.
